THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  First  Annual  Aleeting  of  The  Evangelical  Education 
SociETA',  was  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Philadelphia, 
on  Thui’sday  morning,  Nov.  7,  at  eleven  o’clock. 

Jay  Cooke,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Society,  occupied  the  chair. 

The  97th  Hymn, 

“Go  fortli,  ye  heralds,  in  my  Name,” 
was  sung,  when  prayer  was  offered  by  Bishop  Eastburn,  of  Mass. 

The  General  Secretary  then  read  the  First  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Alanagers,  which,  after  encouraging  remarks  by 
Bishops  Eastburn  and  Lee,  Rev.  Drs.  Ilowe,  Claxton  and  others, 
was  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  Abraham  Ritter,  Esq.,  read  his 
first  Annual  Report,  which  wms  accepted. 

Letters  were  read  from  Bishop  A^ail,  of  Kansas,  and  from  Bishop 
Bedell,  of  Ohio.

The  hlcY.  J.  Howard  Smith,  of  New  York,  submitted  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolutions,  Avhich  were  read  and  adopted: 

Jiesoivcd,  That  the  securing  of  a  largely  increased  number  of 
thoroughly  fjualified  young  men,  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  of 
the  gospel,  is  an  object  of  prime  importance  to  the  church  of  Christ. 

liesolijcd,  That  the  unexampled  success  Avith  Avhich  God  has 
croAvned  the  Avork  of  the  Evangelical  Education  Society,  during 
the  feAV  months  of  its  existence,  calls  for  devout  thanks  to  the 
(.iri'cat  Head  of  the  Church,  is  the  assurance  of  Ilis  gracious  appro- 
A'al,  and  the  pledge  of  more  extended  blessings  to  come. 

Ilcsolved,  Tliat  the  present  state  of  the  Avorld  and  of  our  church, 
calls  for  the  earnest  co-operation  of  Christian  laymen  Avith  the  AVork 
of  this  Society. 

Idesolved,  That  as  Evangelical  Clergymen  and  Laymen  of  this 
church,  Ave  Avill,  during  the  ensuing  year,  offer  more  frequent 
prayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  lie  Avill  send  forth  laborers 
into  His  harvest;  and  by  personal  contributions  and  influence  Ave 
Avill  seek  to  SAvell  the  receipts  of  this  Education  Society. 


THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Resolved,  That  the  wants  of  the  world,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  the  rapid  increase  of  openings  for  the  gospel,  constitute  a  co¬ 
gent  appeal  to  Christian  young  men  to  consider  the  question  of  a 
personal  consecration  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  to  Christian 
parents  to  offer  their  children  for  the  sacred  office. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Newton,  it  was  unanimously 

R  solved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  our 
Society,  read  this  morning,  be  printed :  and  that  our  clergy  arc 
hereby  requested,  on  receiving  the  report,  to  read  the  same  to  their 
people,  and  to  solicit  funds  and  make  collections  in  behalf  of  the 
Society.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  records  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  last 
ten  years,  will  show  that  our  Church  growth  has  by  no  means  been 
equal  to  the  marked  development  of  the  resources  of  our  country — 
as  seen  in  the  increase  of  our  population  and  the  irrepressible 
energy  of  our  people.  In  the  year  1856,  there  were  reported,  by 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  “in  28  Dioceses,  243 
candidates  for  orders.”  And  at  the  same  time  attention  is  called  to 
the  “  alarming  inadequacy  of  ministerial  force  to  the  great  work 
before  the  Church.”  Ten  years  pass  away,  and  the  year  1866 
finds  our  Church  with  no  greater  number  of  candidates — perhaps 
fewer — than  in  1856.  Inviting  opportunities  for  usefulness,  and 
the  demand  for  our  Church  privileges,  have  kept  far  in  advance  of 
our  “ministerial  force.”  There  were  societies,  (chiefly  local  or 
Diocesan,  however,)  willing  to  do  something  to  help  suitable  can¬ 
didates  to  prepare  for  the  ministry;  but  either  the  young  men 
were  not  faithfully  “sought  out,”  or  proper  provision  was  not 
made  for  them,  or  “the  effectual,  fervent  prayer”  of  faith  went 
not  forth  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  or  for  some  other  reason  or 
reasons,  it  continued  to  be  true  that  the  needed  young  men  still 
failed  to  “offer  themselves  willingly,”  in  sufficient  numbers,  to 
this  service  of  the  Lord. 

One  year  ago,  during  the  gathering  of  clergymen  and  laymen 
in  attendance  at  the  anniversaries  of  The  Evangelical  Knowledge 
Society  and  the  American  Church  Missionary  Society,  this  matter 
of  the  Church’s  need  of  a  largely  increased  number  of  faithful 
ministers,  had  earnest  and  prayerful  consideration.  It  was  thought 

( 
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that  a  general  evangelical  society  for  this  work,  would  tend  to 
unite  and  strengthen  the  interests  of  evangelical  men  throughout 
our  Church,  in  the  enlisting  and  sustaining  of  needed  recruits  for 
the  ranks  of  the  ministry.  The  forming  of  such  an  organization 
was  then  determined  upon ;  and  The  Evangelical  Education  So¬ 
ciety,  now  presenting  to  you  this  first  Report  from  its  Board  of 
Managers,  is  the  organized  outgrowth  of  the  deliberations  and  as- 
jurations  thus  indicated. 

Our  Society  was  formally  organized  in  December,  18G6.  A  copy 
of  the  Constitution  which  was  adopted,  and  the  names  of  the  Board 
of  Management  duly  elected,  will  appear  with  this  Report. 

With  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  Divine  blessing  on  our 
work,  Avc  are  prepared,  even  now,  to  report  some  encouraging 
results.  But  first,  a  few  words  as  to 

OUR  AIMS  AND  OBJECTS. 

There  is  need  of,  and  true-hearted  members  of  our  Church  are 
seeking  for,  spiritual  guides  who  have  no  hankering  after  novelties 
in  worship,  nor  any  inclination  to  the  Popish  doctrines  which  those 
novelties  symbolize.  Parishes  that  have  been  organized  and  here¬ 
tofore  conducted  under  other  auspices,  are  now  asking  for  sound 
evangelical  ministers;  and  the  supply  of  such  is  lamentably  defi¬ 
cient.  The  object  of  tliis  Society  is  to  encourage  the  training  of 
such  ministers.  AVe  do  not  pretend  that  we  offer  the  advantages 
of  a  Literary  and  Theological  education  to  every  serious  young 
man  who  aspires  to  be  a  clergyman.  Our  Society  does  not  profess 
to  dispense  its  benefactions  with  uidjounded  impartiality.  We 
seek  for,  and  proffer  help  to,  young  men  Avhose  supreme  motive  in 
looking  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  is  that  they  may  be  in  a  position 
the  better  to  win  souls  to  Christ ;  Avho,  in  their  views  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  system,  distinctly  subordinate  the  Church  to  the  Saviour ; 
who  esteem  the  sacraments  not  inevitable  channels  of  grace,  but 
means  of  grace  only  to  those  who  receive  them  aright;  who  them¬ 
selves  enjoy  them  chiefly,  and  will  by  God’s  help  minister  them  to 
others,  as  seals  of  a  covenant  already  made  between  the  heart 
and  its  God: — not  as  involving  in  themselves,  by  moral  neces¬ 
sity,  the  essence  of  the  covenant.  We  do  not  expect  of  imma¬ 
ture  youth  opinions  fully  defined  on  these  topics,  but  we  demand 
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of  them  an  acceptance  of  simple  views  of  gospel  truth  and  order ; 
and  we  will  not  knowingly  afford  aid  to  any  student  of  high  sacra- 
mentarian  tendencies.  We  maintain  the  Protestant  principles  of 
our  Church,  and  aim  to  multiply  faithful  ministers  of  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Church,  as  distinguished  from  what  some  affect 
to  call,  and  would  fain  make  our  communion,  the  “Reformed 
Catholic  Church.” 

This  is  our  position,  clearly,  not  boastfully  made ;  frankly 
avowed,  not  in  ill-will  or  antagonism  to  any  who  difi’er  from  us,  but 
in  a  spirit  of  honest  desire  that  they  upon  whom  we  call  for  moral 
and  material  aid,  may  understand  the  principles  and  objects  for 
the  maintenance  of  which  their  help  is  invoked. 


LOCAL  SOCIETIES. 

Directly  after  our  organization,  “  The  Philadelphia  Divinity 
Students’  Aid  Society”  merged  its  active  existence  in  ours,  and  we 
received  from  it  a  list  of  twenty-eight  beneficiaries,  with  the  care 
of  whom  our  labors  commenced. 

In  February  last  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  transferred  eleven  of  their  students  to  us  for  support,  and 
issued  a  request  to  their  friends  and  patrons  in  the  East,  that 
their  contributions  for  educational  purposes  should  be  sent  to  The 
Evangelical  Education  Society. 

In  April  last,  a  resolution  of  like  import  was  passed  by  The 
Education  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  from  which  Society 
we  then  accepted  the  maintenance  of  ten  students. 

In  May,  similar  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  Missionary 
Society  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Missionary  Society  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

The  educational  work  of  all  these  Societies,  i.  c.  the  seekintr 
out  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  securing  of  means 
for  their  support  as  students,  we  have  now  devolved  upon  our 
General  Society.  The  Education  Committee  of  Ohio  and  the 
Education  Society  of  Virginia,  yet  retain  the  right,  however,  to 
solicit  funds  within  their  respective  Dioceses,  for  certain  students 
under  their  immediate  care;  and  anywhere  throughout  the  Church, 
for  needed  Buildings  or  Professorships. 
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MEMBERS. 

The  payment  of  Five  Dollars  constitutes  an  Annual  membership, 
and  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  a  Life  Memhcrsldf,  in 
our  Society.  We  have  already  received  a  list  oi  forty  Life  Mem¬ 
bers,  whose  names  will  appear  in  tlie  Report.  We  have  quite  a 
large  nuudjer  of  Annual  Members,  and  hope  to  have  the  number 
largely  and  steadily  increased.  A  contribution  from  a  Parish 
makes  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  a  voting  member  for  the  year. 


SECRETARIES  AND  AGENTS. 

Provision  is  made  in  our  Constitution  for  the  appointment  of 
Assistant  Secretaries,  or  Agents,  to  aid  in  presenting  the  work  and 
claims  of  our  Society  in  different  parts  of  the  church.  The  llcv. 
T.  F.  Falcs  has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  our  District  Secretary 
for  New  England,  and  he  has  been  enabled,  during  the  last  few 
months,  to  render  to  our  cause  very  acceptable  and  useful  labors 
in  some  of  the  Parishes  within  the  district  assigned  to  him. 


OUR  FISCAL  YEAR. 

In  order  that  we  may  take  our  place  in  Aiiniversary  week,  and 
in  our  yearly  records,  along  with  the  general  Evangelical  Societies 
engaged  in  the  Publication  and  the  Alissionary  Departments  of 
labor,  we  have  made  our  fiscal  year  to  conform  to  theirs,  by  ending 
on  the  tliirtieth  of  September.  This  first  report,  therefore,  will  cover 
only  the  work,  receipts,  and  expenditures  of  about  nine  months. 


FUNDS. 

Our  direct  applications  for  funds  have  been  made,  thus  far, 
only  in  limited  portions  of  our  church.  There  are  very  many 
laymen,  and  not  a  few  clergymen,  we  suppose,  who  as  yet  scarcely 
know  of  the  existence  of  our  Society  ;  but  who  are,  Ave  feel  sure, 
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in  sympatliy  with  its  principles,  and  who  will  be  found  ready  to 
help  us  “  according  to  their  ability.”  The  response  from  those  to 
whom  our  work  and  wants  have  been  distinctly  made  known,  has 
been  generous — amply  sufficient  to  meet  our  steadily  increasing 
necessities. 

The  aggregate  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  up  to  the  1st  of 
October  last,  is  as  follows.  (The  particulars  vill  be  furnished  in 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.)

STUDENTS  AIDED  BY  US. 

We  have  published  no  general  advertisements  for  young  men. 
Our  Secretary  has  made  appeals  to  them  and  for  them  in  particular 
churches  visited  by  him ;  and  we  have  issued,  during  the  year,  a 
Tract  of  some  twenty  pages,  entitled  “  A  Call  to  Christian  Young 
Men.”  Pastors  have  been  led,  in  some  instances,  to  look  more 
carefully  over  their  congregations  for  ea.rnest-hearted  young 
Disciples  who  might  be  led,  by  God’s  blessing  on  “  a  word  in 
season,”  to  hear  and  give  heed  to  the  bidding  of  the  Master, 
^‘■Follow  3Ie,  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  3IenF  Knowledge 
that  means  are  provided  through  our  Society,  and  thus  a  way 
opened,  has  brought  some  young  men  to  us,  and  to  the  work  of 
preparation  for  the  gospel  ministry,  w'ho  had,  at  times,  felt  called 
of  God  to  this  work,  and  yet  had,  at  other  times,  been  led  to 
doubt  the  inspiration  of  the  call,  and  almost,  if  not  quite,  to 
relinquish  all  thought  of  studying  for  the  ministry,  because  of  the 
seemingly  insurmountable  difficulties  before  them.  The  number 
of  our  beneficiaries  has  been  increased  at  each  monthly  meeting 
of  our  Board. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  we  had  on  our  Books  the  names  of  one 
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inindrecl  students  'wlio  had,  at  some  time  during  the  year,  received

Of  the  foregoing  number,  Eigld  have  been' ordained  and  require 
iio  further  aid  from  us.  Five  have  been  dropped  for  reasons 
satisfactory  to  the  Poard  of  Managers,  and  Three  have  withdraAvn 
their  names,  leaving  us,  at  the  commencement  of  our  second  year, 
FAghtg-four  students  relying  upon  us  for  pecuniary  support. 


THE  SUPPLY  OF  MEN. 

For  some  years  past  the  proportion  of  Candidates  for  Orders  to 
Organized  Parishes,  has  been  about  as  one  to  ten.  Ought  not 
these  fio-ures  rather  to  be  reversed  ?  At  all  events,  it  cannot  be 
asking  too  much,  or  calling  for  too  large  a  supply,  to  ask  Pastors 
and  People  throughout  our  Church  to  labor  and  pray  that  the 
supply  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  may  at  least  equal  the  num¬ 
ber  of  men  new  in  the  ministry.  The  demand  for  true  and  faithful 
ministers  of  “  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ,"’  is  very  far  beyond 
the  f  resent  supply.  We  have  not  to-day,  as  many  ordained  min¬ 
isters  of  the  go-spel  in  our  Church,  as  we  have  organized  paidshes 
and  established  missionary  stations.  Until  this  evil  is  in  some 
good  measure  remedied  hy  an  increase  of  our  ministry,  we  cannot 
even  properly  ‘■‘■hold  our  oion"  as  a  Church,  to  say  nothing  of 
keeping  pace  with  the  demands  of  the  rapidly  increasing  popula¬ 
tion  of  our  land,  and  nothing  at  all  of  that  solemn  injunction  of  our 
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Lord:  “  G-o  ye^  therefore^  into  all  the  ivorld,  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature!'’  For  “the  land  that  yet  remaineth  to  he  pos¬ 
sessed”  in  the  name  of  the  Lord — for  the  work  there  is  to  be  done 
for  Christ — and  for  the  work  our  own  American  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  ought  to  he  doing  for  Christ,  ive  need  hundreds  more 
of  young  men  to  devote  themselves  to  preparation  for  service  in  the 
gospel  ministry.  We  need  young  men  able  and  willing  to  become 
thoroughly  furnished  for  their  work,  both  apt  to  learn  and  “  apt 
to  teach  men  filled  with  the  very  spirit  of  the  gospel,  ivith  hum¬ 
ble  views  of  themselves  and  exalted  views  of  Christ;  men  who,  in 
the  strength  of  the  Lord  and  for  the  good  of  souls,  will  be  ready 
to  go  forth  proclaiming,  in  word  and  in  life:  “  Wepreaclinot  our¬ 
selves,  hut  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  and  ourselves  your  servants  for 
Jesus’  sake.”  For  the  securing  of  such  a  needed  supply  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry,  we  earnestly  entreat  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  our  friends  in  all  parts  of  our  Church. 


THE  SUPPLY  OF  MONEY. 

We  need  an  increasing  supply  of  money,  as  well  as  of  men,  for 
this  work  of  the  Lord  entrusted  to  us.  We  confidently  ask  for  it. 
The  cost  of  a  good  education  in  these  days,  is  no  light  sum.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  our  Colleges  and  Theological  Institutions  can¬ 
not  afford  to  extend  their  facilities  to  students  who  are  preparing 
for  the  ministry,  at  much  less  expense  than  is  now  demanded.  But 
the  fact  of  increased  cost,  calls  for  increased  contributions.  And 
then  our  Society  takes  the  advanced  ground  of  not  merely 
doling  out  a  meager  portion  to  students  ivho  are  in  great  need  ; 
but  of  supplying  all  their  actual  needs.  We  knoiv  not  that  any 
other  society  in  our  land  makes  this  full  provision.  We  deem  it 
but  right  that  the  young  man  who  gives  himself,  heart  and  souh 
to  this  work  of  becoming  qualified  for  the  ministry,  vshould,  thence¬ 
forth  have  his  necessities  met  by  the  Church  in  whose  labor  he  is 
to  render  a  life  service,  without  being  required  himself  to  make 
continuous  appeals  to  individuals  or  congregations  for  his  subsis¬ 
tence  during  his  years  of  preparation. 

To  our  accepted  beneficiaries,  we  give  enough  to  make  what 
they  have  equal  to  what  they  need.  If  they  have  no  means  at  all 
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Oil  which  they  can  rely,  either  from  parents  or  personal  friends, 
or  labors,  then  w'e  cover  all  necessary  expenses.  We  would  neither 
foster  indolence,  nor  stimulate  to  extravagance,  nor  encourage  a 
mean  spirit  of  dependence.  We  re(|uirc  economy,  would  encourage 
faith,  and  would  stimulate  to  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  and  hopefulness 
and  courage  in  llis  service.  The  way  is  rugged  enough  at  best, 
and  the  life-labor  it  leads  to  has  not  worldly  emoluments  as  a  power 
of  attraction.  AVe  would  fain  do  somethino; — all  we  can — to 
assure  those  who  tread  the  pathway  to  the  ministry,  that  they 
have  not  only  Christ  with  them  ;  but  also  the  sympathy  and  sup¬ 
port  of  Christ’s  people  whom  they  are  to  serve. 

AA"e  believe  that,  as  a  general  rule,  our  laity  are  rpiite  as  ready 
to  give,  for  such  a  work  as  this,  according  to  its  needs  and  their 
ability,  as  our  clergy  are  to  present  the  claims  of  it  distinctly, 
intelligently  and  conlidently.  And  what  more  promising  outlay 
of  money  can  be  made  than  this,  wdiich  invests  it  in  the  education 
of  a  young  man,  who  henceforth  is  to  devote  himself  to  the  glory 
of  God  in  the  salvation  of  men  ?  It  is  a  most  profitable  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  world’s  welfare.  Some  one  generous-hearted  man  or 
woman,  or  some  one  Parish  or  Sunday-school  may  give  to  us,  say 
three  or  four  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
young  man  during  his  course  of  study  for  the  gospel  ministry.  The 
means  thus  furnished,  may  bring  about  results  which  we  cannot  esti¬ 
mate  in  earthly  figures.  A  young  man’s  life-plans  are  changed  and 
elevated  thereby.  The  opportunity  designates  to  him  a  duty.  The 
human  liberality  indicates  to  him  a  providential  direction.  Man’s 
ofl'er  becomes  to  him  the  Lord’s  order,  saying,  “  This  is  the  way,ivalk 
ye  in  it,"  and  the  young  man  turns,  it  may  be  from  the  common 
routine  of  a  business  life,  to  consecrate  all  his  energies,  all  he  is, 
and  all  he  can  become,  to  Christ  and  humanity  in  a  life  of  gospel 
labors,  the  records  of  which  are  on  high,  and  to  be  read  hereafter. 

A  few  years  ago  a  most  faithful  and  useful  missionary  of  the 
gospel  in  South  Africa,  in  a  letter  to  a  missionary  periodical  in 
this  country,  wrote  of  the  Society  that  had  provided  for  him  in 
his  poverty,  and  had  educated  him  for  the  ministry.  *  *  “  Please 

let  it  be  known,  far  and  wide,  wherever  contributions  to  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Society  and  Missionary  cause  are  found,  that  there  is  at 
least  one  heart,  though  away  down  upon  the  far  side  of  Africa, 
that  is  daily  thanking  God  and  all  Ilis  co-workers,  that  he  has 
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been  made  a  minister  and  a  missionary.  *  *  Thanks  !  Thanks'. 

Thanks!  to  all  who  help  poor  students  and  poor  missionaries.” 

True,  encouraging  expressions  of  thanks  may  not  always  come 
to  us  from  faithful  laborers  in  the  vineyard  who  were  helped  by  us 
during  their  preparatory  years  ;  but  then  wm  have  the  more  sure 
word  of  the  Lord  Himself,  “  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  ye  shall  in  no 
wise  lose  your  reivard." 

We  need  a  liberal  supply  of  money  ivith  which  to  carry  forward 
our  work  with  its  daily  increasing  demands.  We  ask  for  such  a 
needed  supply.  We  expect  it.  We  knoiv  that  our  Church  is  abun¬ 
dantly  able  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of  those  who  are  prepar¬ 
ing  to  serve  at  her  altars.  We  believe  that  she  is  willing.  We 
ask,  therefore,  for  collections,  and  for  contributions,  great  or  small, 
according  to  the  ability  to  render  them,  that  we  may  not  be  re¬ 
quired  to  say  “Wo”  to  any  truly  worthy  applicant  for  our  aid. 
And  we  solicit  special  contributions,  and  bequests  towards  a  Per¬ 
manent,  or  a  Contingent  Fund,  for  times  of  need,  whether  for 
Scholarships,  or  required  expenses.  We  feel  sure  that  you  approve 
of  the  cause.  If  then  our  management  of  this  work  has  your  con¬ 
fidence,  on  you  rests  the  responsibility  of  upholding  our  hands,  and 
thus  of  helping  forward  this  glorious  ivork  of  the  Lord. 


PRAYER  ASKED  FOR. 

We  are  aware  that  without  the  blessing  of  God  the  Holy  Ghost, 
nothing  is  strong,  nothing  holy,  but  that  all  our  labor  must  be  in 
vain.  We  entreat,  therefore,  your  prayers  for  our  Evangelical 
Education  Society,  and  its  important  work.  The  Society  was 
organized  in  a  spirit  of  prayer.  We  would  have  this  its  first  annual 
meeting  characterized  by  much  prayer  enlisted  in  its  behalf,  and 
in  behalf  of  the  great  work  it  has  in  hand. 

The  words  are  just  as  true  now  as  they  ever  were,  and  just  as 
binding  on  Christ’s  disciples  to-day,  as  on  the  disciples  to  whom 
they  were  first  addressed, — “  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous 

BUT  THE  LABORERS  ARE  FEW.  PrAY  YE  THEREFORE  THE  LORD  OF 
THE  HARVEST,  THAT  He  WILL  SEND  FORTH  LABORERS  INTO  HiS 
HARVEST.” 

We  hope  the  time  may  soon  come  when  in  every  service  of  our 
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Churcli,  at  every  family  altar,  and  by  every  Christian  heart,  thi.s 
special  bidding  to  prayer  may  he  fervently  and  effectually  heeded. 
Then,  surely,  as  never  heretofore,  will  the  Lord  of  the  Gospel 
“  speak  the  word,  and  great  shall  he  the  company  of  the  Preach¬ 
ers”  of  it. 

We  have  tohl  you  something  of  our  history.  We  have  stated 
our  principles  and  our  object.  We  have  made  known  to  you  our 
work  and  our  wants,  and  we  have  invoked  your  sympathy,  your, 
means,  and  your  prayers.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNIVERSARY  ADDRESSES. 


From  the  Address  of  the  Mev.  Dr.  Nicholson : 

Of  our  three  Evangelical  Societies,  that,  on  whose  behalf  we  afe 
assembled,  is  seemingly,  in  some  sort,  the  crown  and  consummation  of 
them  all.  For  without  ministers  to  send  out  to  preach  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  how  can  our  Church  Missionary  Society  fulfil  its  work ;  or,  how 
can  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society  sufficiently  fulfil  its  work?  So- 
that  in  the  organization  of  this  Society  we  have  laid — I  think Sve  may 
say — the  foundation,  by  God’s  blessing,  for  the  efficiency  and  success  of 
the  other  two  great  societies. 

What  a  wonderful  thing  it  is,  my  friends,  for  any  man  to  say  he  hath 
been  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  of  Christ! 
“  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  him  that  preacheth  the  gospel  of  peace, 
and  bringeth  glad  tidings”  of  God  to  us.  “  We  are,”  says  the  Apostle, 
“  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  us :  we  pray 
you  in  Christ’s  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God.”  Could  anything  be 
greater — can  you  form  any  conception  of  human  enterprise  and  dignity 
beyond  this  work?  The  formation  of  this  Society,  therefore,  teaches  us 
to  acknowledge  a  very  important  duty  on  our  part. 

What  then  is  required  to  carry  on  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  to  send 
out  the  gospel  unto  all  parts  of  the  earth  ?  Ought  we  not  to  see  to  it, 
and  have  a  care  that  there  are  men  who  shall  do  this  thing — to  see  to  it 
that  God  is  held  out  to  the  consciences  and  souls  of  men?  He  has  made 
it  a  part  of  our  Christian  duty — of  our  Christian  calling — to  see  to  it  that 
ministers  are  raised  up  and  prepared  to  be  sent  forth  to  do  the  missionary 
work  of  His  church,  and  to  preach  the  everlasting  righteousness  of 
Christ. 

This  is  as  much  a  part  of  our  duty,  as  it  is  to  send  others  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  those  who  have  it  not ;  to  carry  a  knowledge  of  the  Great  Head 
of  the  church.  It  is  our  duty  to  pray  that  laborers  may  be  sent  forth 
into  the  harvest.  And  if  we  are  to  pray  for  them  to  be  sent  forth, 
undoubtedly  we  are  to  take  pains  to  seek  them  out  and  encourage  them 
to  go ;  to  throw  around  them  all  the  inducements  that  God  may  put  into 
our  power,  and  to  lead  them  forth  into  the  work  which  God  may  have  for 
them.  And  T  do  delight  to  think  of  this  Society  under  its  distinctive 
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name  of  EvuiiijeUc<tT'—“-Ti\i:  Evangelical  Education  Society,” 
that  the  j)urpose  of  this  Society  is  to  raise  up,  to  educate  and  send  forth, 
not  a  ])riesthood,  l)ut  a  ministry.  That  is  the  distinctiTC  work  proposed 
liy  this  organization.  It  is  not  to  raise  up  n  priesthood  ;  but  it  is  to  raise 
up  and  send  forth  a  ministrp  to  prcaeh  the  Gospel  of  (Jlirist.  *  *  * 

Look  at  the  Christian  ministry  then  as  distinctive  from  tlie  priesthood, 
in  that  its  leading  characteristic  is  ptersorud  power.  Tlie  power  of  one 
man  with  his  voice  and  his  full  heart,  insjiired  with  the  love  of  God,  to 
;ijl'ect  another  man.  There  is  the  grand  principle  of  the  Christian 
ministry.  And  I  say  that  this  great  princiiile  of  personal  power  is 
especially  involved  in  this  Evangelical  Education  Society.  * 

We  want  the  minister  of  Christ  to  go  forth  qualified,  to  exert  his  per¬ 
sonal  power,  under  God’s  blessing,  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  He  must 
have  lijs  attention  turned  to  those  things  which  enter  into  the  very  essence 
of  the  good  tidings  which  he  is  to  proclaim.  It  is  not  merely  enough 
that  he  shall  speak  of  the  atonement,  in  Christ’s  dying  for  us,  in  general 
terms;  but  he  must  be  able  so  clearly  to  present  it,  as  to  bring  his  hearer 
or  the  one  over  whom  he  is  to  exert  his  power,  into  sympathy  with  his  own 
thoughts  of  the  great  truth  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  the  ruin  of 
human  nature.  *  *  *  =1.  ^  *  >k  * 

I  glory  then  in  the  formation  and  in  the  cultivation  of  this  kSociety.  I 
glory  in  it  as  the  Evangelical  Education  Society.  Let  us  love  it,  let  us 
treasure  it,  and,  as  we  go  to  our  homes — those  of  us  who  are  at  a  distance — 
oh,  let  us  bear  upon  our  hearts,  as  in  our  minds,  the  precious  burden — 
the  care  that  is  committed  to  us ;  and  evermore,  in  secret  or  in  public,  to 
present  that  petition  prescribed  to  us  by  the  Lord  himself,  that  He  would 
send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest.  And  let  us  labor  more  and  more  to 
impress  the  jicojkle  with  the  distinctive  truths  of  the  gospel  and  the 
urgent  necessity  of  spreading  it,  that  from  among  us  some  shall  go  forth 
of  those  who  are  to  proclaim  these  same  glad  tidings,  and  their  trumpets 
shall  give  no  uncertain  sound. 


From  the  Address  of  Itt.  Iter.  Bishop  Stevens: 

This  Society,  which  celebrates  to-day  its  Anniversary,  is  an  infant  in 
days.  And  yet  it  really  stands  before  you  at  this  time  exercising  the  full 
maturity  of  manhood.  It  is  indeed  a  wonderful  gathering,  and  I  feel  far 
more  than  I  can  express  in  view  of  this  large  assemblage  convening  in 
this  church  upon  the  Anniversary  of  this  Society.  I  have  attended  the 
anniversaries  of  many  education  societies ;  I  have  listened  to  many  addreses 
in  behalf  of  education  societies,  but  never  before  saw  such  a  sea  of  faces — 
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never  before  saw  assembled  such  a  congregation  so  deeply  interested  in 
the  great  woik  which  this  Society  is  carrying  on,  and  which  it  proposes 
to  carry  out. 

This  Society  is  treading  exactly  in  the  steps  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour, 
Jesus  Christ  It  undertakes  to  do  a  work  like  this; — to  bring  up  men  for 
God,  to  walk  in  the  steps  of  their  divine  Eedeemer.  It  aims  to  educate 
them  in  the  very  steps  of  Christ;  of  the  apostles  and  confessors  and 
martyrs  who  have  preached  the  truth  on  earth,  and  who  are  now  enjoying 
the  blessed  results  of  that  truth  in  the  paradise  of  God  above. 

There  are  thousands  of  young  men  in  our  various  congregations  who 
have  been  brought  to  enjoy  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  whose  hearts 
and  minds  press  them  to  study  for  the  ministry.  And  therefore  it  is  all 
important  that  every  clergyman  in  every  parish,  whenever  a  young  man  con¬ 
nects  himself  with  the  church,  should  distinctly  present  to  that  young  man 
this  question  :  “  Am  I,  or  am  I  not,  called  of  God  to  the  work  of  the  mi¬ 
nistry?”  And  here  comes  a  practical  point  which  I  wish  to  press  upon 
the  clergy  present.  It  is  this  which  I  have  just  enunciated : — the  im¬ 
portance,  in  your  various  spheres,  be  they  large  or  small,  of  pressing  home 
upon  the  heart  and  conscience  of  every  young  man  who  is  brought  to 
your  congregation  and  your  church,  this  solemn  question  ;  and  I  am  very- 
sure  that  the  very  presentation  of  the  question  often  starts  a  train  of 
thought,  which  before  never  existed  there,  and  which,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  may  lead  them  to  say  that  God  has  called  them  to  this  work. 

This  Society  is  constituted  for  the  purpose  of  taking  such  men,  who, 
in  the  providence  of  God,  are  called  to  the  work,  and  have  determined  to 
“take  up  their  Saviour’s  cross,”  and  prepare  them  for  their  mission. 
And  I  pray  that  from  every  congregation  in  this  land,  and  from  all  parts 
of  our  country,  there  will  come  up  men,  baptized  I  hope  and  trust  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  ready  to  offer  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
provided  that  the  means  can  be  obtained  whereby  they  can  be  sustained 
during  their  course  of  preparation.  *  >k  h;  * 

One  hundred  young  men  receive  the  benefits  of  this  Society  in  the 
very  first  year  of  its  existence.  Why,  is  not  this  a  fact  for  which  we  should 
fall  upon  our  knees  and  give  thanks  to  God  that  there  is  such  an  agency  at 
work  here  in  our  midst;  that  in  one  year  we  can  present  one  hundred 
young  men  who  are  receiving  benefactions  to  carry  on  His  great  work  ? 
I  say  it  fell  upon  my  heart  with  great  feeling  to  give  praise  and  thanks 
and  gratitude  to  Almighty  God.  Shall  not  we  extend  its  limits  and  its 
usefulness  over  our  great  country,  so  that  wherever  we  can  find  young 
men  ready  to  offer  their  services,  we  can  take  them  and  prepare  them  for 
the  great  work  of  the  Master  ?  =i<  *  *  *  * 

I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  there  will  come  not  one  hundred,  but  two 
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hundred,  yes  three  hundred  a  year,  and  press  into  the  ranks  of  the 
ministry, — constrained  so  to  do  by  the  love  of  Christ.  For  we  do  not  want 
a  man  in  the  ministry  of  Christ,  whose  heart  is  not  in  unison  with  Christ. 
No  man  can  preach  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  if  he  has  not  that  truth  in  his 
iieart.  He  has  got  to  learn  the  truth  in  (dirist.  He  is  to  have  his  heart 
bathed  in  the  blood  of  Christ,  his  soul  steeped  iu  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  if  he 
wovdd  preach  Christ.  We  do  not  want  young  men  to  go  forth  as  perfunctory 
preachers  to  speak  of  Christ  as  something  outside  of  themselves;  but  we 
want  young  men  to  go  and  say  from  the  dejiths  of  their  souls,  “  I  know 
whom  I  have  believed,  and  I  preach  Him  because  I  love  Him  from  my 
inmost  soul.’'  That  is  the  character  of  the  men  we  want  to  trust  with  the 
gosjiel,  to  send  to  far-oft'  distant  lands.  'J’hoso  are  the  kind  of  young  men 
we  want  to  press  into  the  ranks  of  the  ministry.  *  *  * 

Brethren,  this  Soeie'y  is  to  be  sustained,  let  me  say,  and  this  great 
future  work,  which  1  trust  in  (jod  it  will  accomplish,  is  to  be  sustained, 
not  by  money  only — we  want  money,  we  need  money — but  I  believe  that 
it  is  t(.)  be  sustained  more  than  anything  else  by  that  prayer,  of  which  the 
Bev.  Secretary  spoke  at  the  close  of  his  address.  Prayer!  Oh  take  this 
Society  in  your  closets;  take  it  before  the  mercy  seat;  pray  that  God  may 
look  upon  it  with  the  eyes  of  His  love.  Pray  that  He  may  2'iour  out  His 
Holy  Spirit  all  over  the  church,  and  bring  the  young  men  who  shall  come 
atid  offer  themselves  to  the  work.  Pray  that  He  may  awaken  the  spirit  of 
truth,  of  love,  in  tlie  hearts  of  His  ministering  servants,  so  that  they  may 
come  forward  and  join  hand  in  hand,  as  a  holy  brotherhood,  to  sustain  and 
develop)  it  to  its  highest  possible  power,  by  the  resources  of  this  Society, 
and  when  this  shall  be  done,  you  shall  have  such  a  blessing  as  hath  never 
been  seen. 


From  the  Address  of  the  Itev.  Fhiflips  Jlroolcs: 

I  am  very  glad  to  see  the  manifestation  of  interest,  by  this  vast  congre¬ 
gation,  in  the  work  of  this  Society.  That  was  a  grand  remark  made  by 
my  brother  Nicholson — that  referring  to  the  power  of  the  minis¬ 

try.  We  want  men  who  possess  this  great  principle  of  personal  jiower. 
W’c  want  the  means  to  educate  such  a  uunistry.  Through  the  instru- 
i.nentality  of  this  Society,  we  hope  to  instruct  young  men,  who  come  with 
their  hearts  lull  of  the  love  of  Christ,  to  do  the  great  work  of  expounding  the 
‘truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,’  not  as  was  done  two  centuries  ago,  but  by  the  great 
(Jistirif/uisJiinr/  feature  of  the  ministry  in  the  2>i'esent  day — hj posona I 
junoer  ;  by  that  influence  which  the  minister  has  in  pterson  over  his  hearers. 
]f7//(ont  this  distinctive  characteristic  of  the  ministry,  men  of  this  day  could 
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reasonably  and  rightly  say,  “  We  need  no  ministry— Our  library  shelves  are 
packed  with  hooks  containing  the  thoughts  and  reflections  of  the  most 
Christian  men — We  can  be  preached  to  by  them — -We  can  be  instructed 
without  ministers — -The  walls  of  the  church  might  as  well  be  torn  down.” 
They  are  perfectly  at  liberty  to  assume  this.  But  are  we  prepared  to  say 
the  living  preaching  shall  give  way  to  the  reading  of  religious  Literature  ? 
That  the  Ministry  shall  be  made  obsolete;  the  churches  be  shut  up  ?  *  * 

The  work  of  the  Evangelical  Education  Society,  then,  is  plain.  It  is 
to  raise  up  men  for  the  future  who  possess  this  great  power  of  personal 
influence  :  and  in  that  it  has  this  power,  it  recommends  itself  to  all  our 
hearts. 

I  believe  that  the  Society  is  to  establish  a  great,  good  principle: — a 
principle  which  bears  directly  upon  those  faults  which  assail  so  many  who 
start  out  in  the  ministry,  and  settle  into  certain  grooves  in  which  they  move 
along,  unvarying,  to  the  end  of  their  lives.  This  Society  is  to  provide 
liberally: — to  do  something  generous,  something  fair,  by  every  one  of  her 
students.  ^  :if 

We  have  one  hundred  students.  All  these  studen's  w'e  are  educating 
for  the  ministry.  We  either  completely  supply  all  the  needs  of  those  who 
are  dependent  upon  us,  or  make  up  the  deflcieucy  of  what  they  are  unable 
to  command.  The  number  will  increase.  I  have  been  surprised  and  gra¬ 
tified  to  see  how  the  young  men  are  swelling  the  ranks  of  the  ministry.  W e 
have  them  in  all  our  congregations.  We  should  pray  for  God’s  Spirit  to 
work  upon  their  hearts,  and  to  call  such  as  shall  be  laborers  in  His  cause 
and  I  pray,  and  ask  God  that  you  will  pray  with  me  in  the  depths  of  your 
hearts,  that  He  will  aid  us  in  providing  for  the  support  of  His  work — -a 
holy,  broad,  earnest  ministry  for  His  blessed  church. 

After  singing  and  a  henediction  the  meeting  adjourned.

Rev.  and  Dear  Brother  : — 

Circumstances,  wliich  seem  Brovidential  in  a  .special  sense,  detain  me  from  the 
first  Anniversary  of  your  Society.  I  thank  you  for  the  invitation  to  he  with  you. 

I  sometimes  think  that  no  one  can  realize,  as  we  do  upon  the  Western  border, 
file  vital  necessity  of  such  a  Society  as  tliat  wliich  you  reiiresent.  Think  of  this 
Diocese — larger  flian  all  New  England — with  only  twelve  clergymen  of  our  Church 
in  it,  where  new  towns  are  springing  up  on  every  side,  and  a  population  increasing 
with  wonderful  rapidity — as  constantly  demanding  the  multiplication  of  the  clergy. 
There  is  one  precept  or  charge  of  Christ  which  is  .always  before  us:  “Pray  ye, 
therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  lie  will  send  forth  laborers  into  Ilis  har¬ 
vest.”  I  assure  you,  that  whenever  I  praj',  at  the  family  altar  or  in  the  closet, 
this  prayer  always  comes  to  my  lips:  “0,  Lord  of  the  harvest,  we  pr.ay  Thee,  send 
forth  laborers  into  Thy  harvest!”  And  I  have  set  forth  a  prayer  embodying  this 
petition  to  be  used  in  the  Churches  of  our  Diocese.  I  have  one  candidate  recently 
offered  for  Holy  Orders.  1  look  to  your  Society  to  help  him,  if  it  be  needful,  in 
pursuing  his  preparation  for  the  ministry. 

We  need  such  a  Society,  so  that,  if  we  find  a  man  who  is  willing  and  desirous  to 
give  himself  to  Christ  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  we  may  encourage  him  in  his 
purpose,  and  secure  for  him  the  pu’oper  assistance.  And  then,  we  want  the  right 
sort  of  candidates — men  wdio  love  Christ  supremely,  and  who  wish  to  lead  poor 
'lying,  sinful  men  to  Him  as  the  only  Saviour.  And  your  Society  will  help  us  to 
secure  such  men  for  Christ’s  work  in  our  worldly,  wicked  land. 

Your  Society,  although  the  last  organized,  is  yet  really,  in  principle  and  in  the 
scale  of  importance,  at  the  foundation  of  all  the  rest;  for,  “how  can  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?  and  how  can  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?” 

1  therefore  approve  and  welcome  your  Society  into  the  glorious  brotherhood  of 
the  laborers  for  Christ.  And,  through  the  faithful  men  whom  they  may  bring  into 
the  ambassadorship  for  Christ,  may  the  founders  and  supporters  of  this  Society 
have  their  place  among  those  wdio,  turning  many  to  righteousness,  shall  shine 
as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament,  and  as  the  stars  forever  and  ever!

Article  1— NAME. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  The  Ev'‘axgel[c.vl  EDacATioN"  Societv. 

Aricle  II-  OBJECT.  t 

The  object  of  this  Society  sliall  be  the  promotion  of  Cliristian  education 
with  sjx'cial  reference  to  preparation  for  the  sacred  ministry. 

Article  III— MEMBERS. 

Members  of  the  Protestant  E]iisco]ial  Chnrcli  may  become  members  of  this 
Society  for  one  year,  by  the  jjayment  of  five  dollars:  membei’s  for  life,  by  the 
])ayment  of  one  hundreil  dollars.  Clergymen  of  this  Church,  wliose  parishes 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  this  Society  by  collection  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
members  for  the  year  in  whicli  such  contribution  is  made. 

Article  IV— BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

The  Poard  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  membei’s,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  the  President,  the  General  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

Seven  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  ollicers  and  managers  sliall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  body  ;  and 
they  shall  make  such  By-fjaws  for  the  regulation  of  (heir  work,  and  for  the 
interests  of  the  Society  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

'hhe  Board  shall  apjioint  Vice-Presidents, 

Honorary  Secretaries,  and  Assistant  Secretaries. 

Article  V— LOCATION. 

The  central  office  of  the  Society  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and 
ten  of  the  meinhers  of  the  B  nrd  of  Managers  shall  be  residents  in  the  said 
city,  or  in  its  immediate  vicinity. 

Article  VI— MEETINGS. 

Annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  designated  liy  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  special  meetings  may  be  coit 
veiled  at  the  discretion  <?f  the  Board. 

Article  VII— AUXILIARIES. 

Idioccsan  and  other  local  societies,  or  committees  for  Christian  education, 
may  be  recognized  as  auxiliaries  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  whom,  also, 

't  shall  rest  to  discontinue  such  relations  at  their  discretion. 

Article  VIII— AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  only  in  the  following  manner.  The  pro- 
fiosed  alteration  shall  be  submitted  first  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  if 
approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  whole  Board,  it  shall  then  be  subject  to  ratifi¬ 
cation  or  rejection  by  the  Society,  duly  convened  in  annual  or  special  meeting, 
d'he  concurrent  approval  of  both  bodies  shall  be  necessary  to  effect  the 
amendment.
